The jollowing Is a letter of Joseph N. Pelrsol,
Democratio candidate for Olty Treasarer, (o &
member of the U, B, Senate:—

PHILADELFHIA, June 23, 1502

Bir:—I take the Jiberty of addresalng you
upon the subject of the pro d looation of the

nited Biates Navy Yard st League Island, I
have been lnformed, and 1 belleve, League
Island bae been wholly reclaimed from the
river Delaware, and is only prevenied from
overflow by large banks of stone and earth, It
is surionnded, except upon oneslde, by a marsh,
and for this cause, as well as from Insalubrity,
it hak been upimproved and nnoceapied, sxeapt
as pasture Jand, at o moderato rent, since its
reclamation. The fast land Is from 8ix Lo elght
feet below high-water mark at all points, nud
would cost over a million dollars Lo level and
M for uss a8 much as will be réguirad for Lhe
llrfanpnr oses projected,

If the object I8 to ereot foundries, the spongy
nature of the scll would make It lmpossible 1o
get a proper foundation for the bulldings exoept
at & groat cost, nor conld a well of sufficlent
depth duag for large castings. Iuv ¢onld not
ookt less than two or three wmilllon dollars in
ahip-hiouses, dry-docks, and other silruclures
now in the old “yard, which wonld have to bs
abandoned. Thus the land would be
dear, and still dearer L0 were added o
the gift towards fitting i€ for wse. Most of Lhe
shdp carpenters employed in the yard now
mﬁis in Kenslngton, nearly eight miles dis-
tant from the Island, where they would con-
tinune, us Government work Is not suffclently
regular or remunerative to induce a permanent
removal. The Island 1s at least five mlles from
the supply stores of the city., The approaches
are o8 low as the Island itself, and unfit for
building pn es, and far dlstant from
hylirun #, gas, improved streets, polloe and rall-
roads,

The place has only to be visiled and secn Lo de-
monstvate (s unjitness, and 1 would bumbly
suggest a vislt by a committes of Congress for
the purpose, before s0 greatan outlay Is in-
eurred or promised, where performance s im-
possible. There are minor objections, whioh 1
will noturge., I am as earnestas any Philoa-
delpuinn In the desire of the logation of a firat-
class yard, but it is my duty, impelled by the
same feelings which you have, to stale 10 you,
a8 & public man, 1t will cost at least fouwr million
gollars Lo Ot League Island for the least efll-
elenoy as compared with the present yard, If
you add foundries, ete,, that will be an addi-
tional expense, which 1 will not underlake to
estimate,

The proaent yard may be extendad for about two
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and provide
allthe ground necessary now und FKereafler with
out disturbance or delay, I am ready Lo give far-
ther information, Belng personally unknown
to you, I refer youtoany of the Philadelphia
delegalion of the House to be assored who I am.
